In the Office Action mailed September 24, 2007, the Examiner has required restriction between the 
following Inventions: 

Group 1 : Claims 2, 3, and 5-9, drawn to Group I, a member-joining device having first and 
second bridge members spanning between the opposing walls of the first and second members. It is 
considered that the bridge members as a first "special technical feature". 

Group 2: Claims 10-19, drawn to Group II, a member-joining device having a position 
determining means for projecting in a predetermined position of the first member. It is considered 
that the position determining means members as second "special technical feature". 
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ELECTION 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group I which is defined by Claims 2, 3 and 5-9 
without traverse for further prosecution on the merits. Therefore, claims 2, 3 and 5-9 should be 
examined at this time. 

Applicants hereby reserve the right to continue prosecution of the non-elected claims in a 
divisional application.
